They already have 
been equipped with heavy clothing 
for a struggle through the winter, 
although General WU estimates it 
will take only two months to subdue 
the Manchurian forces. 
The government will accept full 
responsibility for life and property 
in Manchuria during tile campaign.

-Chang Tho Lin, 
Manchurian warlord, won the first 
battle of China’s civil war in the 
north today when

units of Wu Pei F u ’a troops a ttem pt­ 
ed a surprise attack on the Manchu 
forces at Tapan, Chao Yang district, 
and were repulsed with heavy losses, 
according to a Mukden dispatch to 
the Evening News. 
Chang is preparing for a general 
attack on Chao Yang within a few 
days. 
The opposing armies now are four 
miles apart. 
Chang’s airplanes are 
doing considerable damage 
to 
the 
Pekin government forces.

Tokio, Sept. 20, — The Japanese 
government has granted permission 
to ('hang Tso Lin, Manchurian dis­ 
tator. to use the south Manchurian 
railroad in his operations against the 
Pekin government. 
Chang requested use of the rail­ 
road for transportation of troops and 
military supplies early in the week, 
following his declaration of w*ar on 
General Wu Pe! Fu of the central re­ 
gime. 
This was granted yesterday 
according to an announcement this 
evening, which said: 
“ Granting of permission for trans­ 
portation of troops over the south 
Manchurian railroad is in accordance 
with precedents and does not in any 
way constitute a breach of Japan's 
neutrality in the Chinese civil war." 
Refusal of Chang’s request would 
have been Interpreted as 
favoring 
General WU Pel Fu, which Japan 
wished to avoid.

Shanghai, Sept. 20 (7 p. rn.)— Vie 
torlous Kiangsu troops continuing to 
drive on Shanghai were within eight 
miles of the city at 7 p. rn. this even­ 
ing. 
The forces of General Lu 
Yung 
Hsiang, attempting to hold Shanghai 
against the Chekiang armies, 
fell 
hack slowly, throughout the day, hut 
contested every inch of the way stub 
bornly. 
There w-as a continuous 
roar of artillery fire through the af­ 
ternoon as the Kiangsu troops ad­ 
vanced under cover of a barrage. 
Kiangsu troops were holding the 
suburb of Nansiang at the hour this 
telegram is filed and continued to ad­ 
vance. 
Kiangsu 
airplanes 
flew 
over 
Shanghai and capture of the city 
wag expected by the attacking armies 
tomorrow. 
Hordes of refugees including many 
deserting Chekiang soldiers poured 
into the city and there was indica­ 
tion of a dangerous panic as night­ 
fall came on. 
The guard around the internation­ 
al zone and the French concession 


was re-enforced again by additional 
Russian ex-soldfers, who were armed 
from stores of Shanghai volunteers. 
Barbed wire entanglements which 
were thrown about the refugees in 
the foreign colony during the after­ 
noon were electrified. 
Searchlights 
kept playing on strategic points. 
Admiral Anderson, eomander 
of 
the international force, ordered the 
protecting force of the foreign colony 
fully mobilized today and tonight. 
Foreign warships in the 
harbor 
had steam up and were stripped for 
action.

Till; Dawes plan. as we understand it, is an extensive plan 
to enable Germany to pay reparations to the extent found jxts- 
sible, to balance the (Jarman budget and to stabilize German cur­ 
rency. 
It provides Tor an international loan of 800,000,000 gold 
marks ($200,OOO,OOO) to establish a new Imnk of issue, to stabil­ 
ize the currency and to meet the first year’s reparations payments. 
The bank of issue is to be established with a capital of 100,- 
000,000 gold marks, in shares of IOO marks each, 1,000,000 shales 
to represent assets of the Reiehsbank and 3,000,000 shares to be 
subscribed in Germany and abroad. 
The bank will be the fiscal 
agent and depository of the German government, but will be free 
of government control. 
It will be administered by a German pres­ 
ident and managing board, but will be supervised in matters af­ 
fecting the creditor nations by a general board pf seven Germans 
and seven foreigners, one of the foreigners being the Hank Com­ 
missioner. 
The liank of issue is to have the exclusive right to 
issue and circulate banknotes in Germany during the period of 
its charter, which is fifty years. 
All reparations payments are to be made through the bank of 
issue. The sources of revenue for these payments are: The $200,- 
000,000 international loan (part of the first year’s payment) ; a 
mortgage on German railways; a mortgage on Germany indus­ 
tries; a transport tax; and revenues from the general budget, 
guaranteed by certain “controlled revenues.’’ 
The experts esti­ 
mate the plan will produce for reparations payments 1,000,000,000 
marks the first year, 1,220,000,000 the second year, 1,500,000,000 
(he third year, 1,750,000,000 the fourth year and 2,500*000,000 
(the maximum payment to be required from Germany annually) 
the fifth year. 
Thereafter payments are fixed on a sliding scale and subject 
to addition or reduction in < ertain contingencies. 
In order to 
prevent these payments from affecting Germany’s financial sta­ 
bility adversely, an index of prosperity has been fixed. 
The plan provides that Germany’s payments abroad shall not 
exceed its earnings abroad. 
In case of default of payment of in­ 
terest, sinking fund or principal upon either railroad or indus­ 
trial bonds, the plan provides for the collection of the deficiency 
from the German government through the Commissioner of Con­ 
doned revenues. 
Revenue from customs, alcohol, tobacco, beer and sugar ire 
lo be; assigned to and put under the control of Germany's credi­ 
tors, and are to guarantee the reparation payments from the 
budget after 1925-26. 
The plan provides for a Commissioner of the Bank of Issue, 
a Commissioner of Railways, a Commissioner of Industrial De­ 
bentures, an Agent General for Reparations Payments, who is 
to act as the agency between the Reparation Commission and the 
various Commissioners, and a trustee to receive and administer 
the railway and industrial bonds, accountable to tin- Reparation 
Commission. 
S. Parker Gilbert, former under-Secn (ary of the Treasury 
of the United States lias been appointed Agent General for Rep­ 
arations Payments. 
America’s plan for the rejuvenation of Germany and creditor 
nations has thus been adopted and an American, Mr. Parker, is 
given the roll of a virtual financial dictator of Kurope, with the 
possibility that he may become the greatest single financial autho­ 
rity 1he world has ever known. 
The Dawes plan was shaped by Americans, it received the 
counsel of another American, Ambassador Kellogg, and it has as 
its chief administering agent another American, Mr. Parker. 
And then some narrow-minded people make the assertion that 
America’s foreign policy, as carried out under a Republican ad­ 
ministration, has resulted in the isolation of the United States. 
Fun is sometimes poked at our “unofficial observers’’ at va­ 
rious conferences. Such critics forget tile “unofficial observer-in- 
chief” of the late President \\ ilson, none other than Colonel House. 
No, America is not isolated. 
It is a part of this world and 
very active in humanitarian movements, in commerce, in diplo­ 
macy, in invention, in exploration, etc.

THE D A V E S PLAN EXPLAINED 


T h e Dawes plan, as we understand it, is an extensive plan 
to enable Germany to pay reparations to the extent found pos­ 
sible, to balance tin* Garman budget and to stabilize German cur­ 
rency. 
It provides for an international loan of 800,000,000 gold 
marks ($200,000,000) to establish a new bank of issue, to stabil­ 
ize the currency and to meet the first year's reparations payments. 
The bank of issue is to be established with a capital of 400,- 
000,000 gold marks, in shares of IOO marks each, 1,000,000 shares 
to represent assets of the Reiehsbank and 3,000,000 shares to be 
subscribed in Germany and abroad. 
The bank will be the fiscal 
agent and depository of the German government, but will be free 
of government control. It will be administered by a German pres­ 
ident and managing board, but; will be supervised in matters af­ 
fecting the creditor nations by a general board of seven Germans 
and seven foreigners, one of the foreigners being the Bank Com­ 
missioner. 
The bank of issue is to have the exclusive right to 
issue and circulate banknotes in Germany during the period 'of 
its charter, which is fifty years. 
All reparations payments are to be made through the bank of 
issue. The sources of revenue for these payments are: The $200,- 
000,000 international loan (part of the first year’s payment) ; a 
mortgage on German railways; a mortgage on Germany indus­ 
tries; a transport tax; and revenues from the general budget, 
guaranteed by certain “controlled revenues.” 
The experts esti­ 
mate the plan will produce for reparations payments 1,000,000,000 
marks the first year, 1,220,000,000 the second year, 1,500,000,000 
the third year, 1,750,000,000 the fourth year and 2,500,000,000 
(the maximum payment to be required from Germany annually) 
the fifth year. 
Thereafter payments are fixed on a sliding scale and subject 
to addition or reduction in certain contingencies. 
In order to 
prevent these payments from affecting Germany’s financial sta­ 
bility adversely, an index of prosperity has been fixed. 
The plan provides that Germany's payments abroad shall not 
exceed its earnings abroad. 
In case of default of payment of in­ 
terest, sinking fund or principal upon either railroad or indus­ 
trial bonds, the plan provides for the collection of the deficiency 
from the German government through the Commissioner of Con­ 
trolled revenues. 
Revenue from customs, alcohol, tobacco, beer and sugar are 
to be assigned to and put under the control of Germany’s credi­ 
tors, and are to guarantee the reparation payments from the 
budget after 1925-20. 
The plan provides for a Commissioner of the Bank of Issue, 
a Commissioner of Railways, a Commissioner of Industrial De­ 
bentures, an Agent General for Reparations Payments, who is 
to act as the agency between the Reparation Commission and the 
various Commissioners, and a trustee to receive and administer 
the railway and industrial bonds, accountable to the Reparation 
Commission. 
S. Parker Gilbert, former undersecretary of the 'Treasury 
of the United States has been appointed Agent General for Rep­ 
arations Payments. 
America’s plan for the rejuvenation of Germany and creditor 
nations has thus been adopted and an American, Mr. Parker, is 
given the role of a virtual financial dictator of Europe, with the 
possibility that he may become the greatest single financial autho­ 
rity the world has ever known. 
The Dawes plan was shaped by Americans, it received the 
counsel of another American, Ambassador Kellogg, and it has as 
its chief administering agent another American, Mr. Parker. 
And then some narrow-minded people make the assertion that 
America’s foreign policy, as carried out under a Republican ad­ 
ministration, has resulted in the isolation of the United States. 
Fun is sometimes poked at our “unofficial observers” at va­ 
rious conferences. Such critics forget the “unofficial observer-in- 
chief” of the late President \\ ilson, none other than Colonel House. 
No, America is not isolated. 
It is a part of this world and

No luck of fins* or ambition 
prevented him from reaching the official top in his busine**. 
He was kept 
back by a succession of lead breaks that surely has made him the hard-luek 
champion, if nothing else. 
One of the greatest drawbacks that handicapped Gibbons was his dh* 
position. 
He is too darn nice to get to the top, because succ ess in the (loxing 
business entails a certain degree of advantage-taking, and Gibbons considers 
the other fellow. 
His most recent had break came when he signed artic les to take- a very 
reasonable percentage of the gate receipts for meeting (li ne Tunney, Amer­ 
ican light heavyweight champion, in Madison Square Garden during Novem­ 
ber. 
It had been said that Gibbons demanded $100,000 for appearing on the 
Milk Fund benefit card earlier in the season, 
lf lie did demand thai much 'd a y evening with representatives of 
money he did no more than any other boxer of his class and drawing power. 
Hut we have reasons to believe he didn't. 
If Gibbons considered himself a $100,000 fighter, he would not have lis­ 
tened to an indoor date for meeting Tunney. 
Little, 10-cent fighters of sec ­ 
ond-rate class refused to listen to any offers for Indoor shows last winter 
and they are doing the same thing tills year, but when Tex Rickard handed 
him the articles he signed without a word. 


T u n n ey had other ideas, however, when Rickard went after him. 
He 
didn’t actually refuse- to sign, hut Rickard said a few days ago that lie bud 
almost abandoned hope for tie- match. 
"I have signed articles in the safe from Gibbons, 
Hut Tunney has not 
signed. You can use your own judgment in finding tile re ason wily tin* match 
bas not been made," Hic kard said. 
Tunney wouldn’t take* tile match, even after doing a led of talking thai 
Gibbons wouldn’t fight him, and that lie would tai.- bim any lim- a promoter 
could catch Gibbons. 
Gibbons wras ‘‘caught’’ and then Tunney ran away. 
The promoters of tile Milk Fund si mw have* no reason to criticize Gib­ 
bons. They did iii in a fine trick when they signed hid) up two years ago to 
meet Floyd Johnson. Gibbons we nt to a lot of expense for preliminary train­ 
ing and then was notified that he ought to accept a release- and that John* 
son wouldn't tuke him. 
Instead of seeking redress In tile courts or instead 
of complaining, Gibbons accepted tilt violation of his contract. 
Even when 
Hie promoters panned him for not taking another chalice with them this 
summer, he- did not answer them.

and they are doing the same tiling this year, but when Tex Rickard banded 
him the articles he signed without a word. 
Tunney had other ideas, however, when Rickard went after bim. 
ll 
didn’t actually refuse to sign, but Rickard said a few days ago that be had 
almost abandoned hope for the match. 
“I have signed articles in the safe from Gibbons. 
Hut Tunney bas not 
signed. 
You can use your own judgment in finding the reason why the match 
has not been made,” Rickard said. 
Tunney wouldn’t take the match, even after doing a lot of talking that 
Gibbons wouldn’t light him, and that he would take him any time a promote) 
could catch Gibbons. 
Gibbons was “caught” and then Tunney ran away. 
The promoters of the Milk Fund show have no reason to criticize GII) 
bons. 
They did bim a tine trick when they signed him up two years ago to 
meet Floyd Johnson. 
Gibbons went to a lot of expense for preliminary train­ 
ing and then was notified that lie ought to accept a release and that John 
son wouldn’t take him.
